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PREFACE 


Because  of  requests  from  members  of  the  Bontrager  family  for  a  family 
history  of  the  descendants  of  my  grandfather,  Daniel  E.  Bontrager,  I  have 
done  my  utmost  for  a  number  of  years  to  obtain  the  records  of  this  Bontrager 
family.  The  results  of  my  labors  are  embodied  in  this  volume. 

Although  the  record  will  not  be  as  complete  as  I  had  hoped  it  to  be,  I 
trust  it  will  be  interesting  to  all  who  read  it.  I  wish  to  thank  you  all  who 
so  faithfully  helped  to  compile  this  record,  as  it  now  appears,  by  providing 
information  requested  of  you.  I  have  tried  to  give  as  nearly  as  possible  all 
dates  of  births,  deaths  and  marriages  correctly.  Many  dates  though,  as  you 
will  see,  are  not  given,  which  is  not  the  fault  of  the  compilers.  But  we 
could  not  print  what  was  not  given.

MARTIN  BONTRAGER,  born  in  Switzerland.  Came  to  Pennsylvania 
Oct.  5,  1767.  No  record  of  birth  or  death.  He  was  an  Amishman.  Had 
three  sons:  John,  Christian  and  Andrew.

Second  Generation 

JOHN  BONTRAGER,  bom  in  Switzerland.  Came  with  his  parents 
(Martin  Bontragers)  to  Pennsylvania,  Oct.  5,  1767.  He  moved  to  Ohio. 
No  record  of  birth,  but  died  in  Ohio.  He  had  married  and  had  six  chil¬ 
dren:  John,  Barbara,  Elizabeth,  Christian,  Margaret  and  Fanny. 

Third  Generation 

JOHN  BONTRAGER,  bom  October  3,  1781,  in  Summerset  County, 
Pennsylvania.  In  about  1848  they  moved  to  Lagrange  County,  Indiana, 
where  he  died  Feb.  4,  1856,  age  74  years,  4  months  and  1  day.  He  was 
married  to  Barbara  Johns,  December,  1802.  She  died  May  4,  1870,  at  the 
age  of  87  years,  5  months  and  12  days.  They  were  members  of  the  Amish 
Church.  Nine  children  were  bom  to  them:  Frany,  John,  Margaret,  Maria, 
Joseph,  Gertmde,  Christian,  Barbara  and  Amos. 

Fourth  Generation 

JOSEPH  BONTRAGER,  born  August  4,  1811,  in  Summerset  County, 
Pennsylvania,  moved  to  Elkhart  County,  Indiana,  June  29,  1841.  He  with 
his  family  were  among  the  first  four  Amish  families  that  moved  to  Indiana. 
He  was  ordained  deacon  in  the  Amish  church  in  1839,  served  his  calling 
until  1892  (53  years),  when  his  son  Joseph  E.,  was  ordained  to  take  his 
place.  He  was  married  Mar.  25,  1832,  to  Barbara  Yoder.  She  was  bom  April 
10,  1811.  She  died  October  2,  1888,  at  the  age  of  77  years,  5  months  and 
22  days.  He  died  April  5,  1908,  at  the  age  of  96  years,  8  months  and  1  day.

He  was  the  first  Amish  child  born 
in  the  State  of  Indiana.

A  Short  History  of  Daniel  E.  Borntrager. 

He  and  his  first  wife  were  married  in  Middlebury,  Indiana,  and  lived 
there  until  Feb.  23,  1884.  They  moved  to  Reno  County,  Kansas,  bought  a 
farm  of  160  acres  close  to  Haven,  Kansas,  for  $3,200.  They  lived  there 
until  about  1902.  He  sold  that  farm  and  bought  the  farm  two  miles  north 
and  one-half  mile  east  of  Yoder,  where  D.  K.  Bontrager  now  lives  and  he 
lived  there  until  he  died  Nov.  30,  1925.  He  and  his  two  wives  are  buried 
in  the  cemetery  one  and  one-half  miles  east  of  Yoder,  Kansas.  He  built 
two  new  houses  on  the  place  he  lived  on  last  and  one  on  the  first  farm  he 
lived.  One  was  a  “Grandpa  house"  which  was  sold  and  moved  away  after 
his  death.  He  was  very  conservative  and  a  good  Christian.  He  was  a  good 
provider  for  his  family.  I  remember  him  giving  a  testimony  in  church  with 
tears.  He  thought  already  then  that  the  people  were  drifting  too  far  away 
from  God.  “Love  not  the  world,  neither  the  things  that  are  in  the  world: 
the  lust  of  the  flesh,  and  the  lust  of  the  eyes,  and  the  pride  of  life,  is  not  of 
the  Father,  but  is  of  the  world.  And  the  world  passeth  away,  and  the  lust 
thereof,  But  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  God  abideth  forever.'' 


DANIEL  E.  BORNTRAGER  and  MARY  NISSLEY 

First  generation  of  this  family  history

30,  1925,  at  the  age  of  77  years,  2  months,  and  10  days.  He  was  married 
to  Mary  Nissley  Dec.  3,  1871.

To  this  union  were 
born  11  children:  Jacob  T.,  bom  Aug.  27,  1872;  Rudolph,  born  Sept.  30, 
1873;  Fannie,  born  Sept.  20,  1875;  John  M.,  born  Feb.  17,  1877;  Barbara, 
born  March  12,  1878;  Anna,  born  Feb.  28,  1880;  Harry7  D.,  bom  Feb.  23, 
1882.  Harry7  had  his  second  birthday  on  the  train  when  they  moved  to 
Kansas  from  Indiana,  Feb.  23,  1884.  Children  born  in  Kansas:  Mattie, 
born  Sept.  4,  1884,  died  March  10,  1889,  age  4  years,  6  months,  6  days; 
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Daniel  M.,  bom  Feb.  12,  1887;  Mary,  born  April  11,  1889;  Infant  son, 
born  March  30,  1891,  died  April  19,  1891,  age  20  days.  Daniel  E.  Born- 
trager  was  ordained  deacon  in  the  Amish  church  March  27,  1888,  which 
he  faithfully  served  until  his  end.  He  was  married  the  second  time  March 
27,  1913,  to  Magalena  Miller  Yoder  Chupp,  widow  of  Pre.  Isaac  Chupp, 
from  Garnett,  Kansas.  She  was  born  May  16,  1851.  She  died  Nov.  24, 
1924,  at  the  age  of  73  years,  6  months  and  8  days. 


A  Short  History  of  Jacob  T.  Bontrager’s  Moving  Around. 

Jacob  T.  Bontrager  and  family  lived  in  Reno  County,  Kansas,  the  first 
years  they  were  married  on  the  farm  where  David  A.  Bontrager  now  lives. 
Then  he  sold  this  farm  to  Annanius  B.  Miller,  who  moved  here  from 
Mississippi,  and  Jake  moved  to  Ford  County,  Kansas,  March  1905.  Then 
in  February,  1906,  they  moved  back  to  Reno  County,  Kansas,  again.  Harry 
was  born  in  Ford  County.  He  was  just  about  six  weeks  old  when  they  moved 
back  to  Reno  County  again.  They  bought  a  half  section  of  land  north 
of  Yoder,  Kansas,  and  lived  there  until  about  1919.  He  sold  that  farm  to 
his  brother,  Daniel,  and  bought  a  farm  across  the  river,  where  he  lived 
about  two  years.  Then  he  had  sale  and  moved  to  Springer,  New  Mexico, 
in  March,  1921.  They  loaded  two  emigrant  cars  March  15,  1921.  Pre. 
Abe  Nissleys  and  Enos  Mullets  each  loaded  one.  So  they  left  for  New 
Mexico  and  came  to  Springer,  March  18.  They  had  16  horses  which  were 
unloaded  right  away  and  the  Mexicans  came  there  saying  “gavio,”  meaning 
big  horses.  They  harnessed  all  the  horses  and  got  several  big  trucks  to  take 
their  belongings  to  their  farms.  Then  the  next  day  they  had  nine  inches  of 
snow. 

They  lived  there  four  years  and  found  out  it  wasn’t  the  land  of  Canaan 
as  they  thought  at  first.  Then  in  January,  1925,  they  decided  to  move 
back  to  Kansas,  which  was  a  lot  worse,  as  they  had  to  get  all  their  stock 
inspected.  So  they  left  most  of  their  good  horses  there  but  their  cows  had 
to  be  tested.  They  had  quite  a  time  to  find  a  man  to  test  them.  So  they 
had  to  herd  them  until  a  veterinarian  came.  It  was  quite  a  drive  from 
their  home  to  the  place  where  they  had  to  inspect  them.  So  two  of  the 
boys  had  to  herd  them  there.  Ezra  wrote  it  was  nine  o’clock  in  the  evening 
that  they  left  and  it  was  five  the  next  morning  when  they  got  home. 

They  got  their  immigrant  cars  loaded  and  left  for  Hutchinson,  Kansas, 
at  2  p.m.  and  got  to  Hutchinson,  the  next  day  at  8  p.m.  Then  their  neigh¬ 
bors  and  friends  helped  unload  and  they  moved  on  his  father’s  farm — 
Daniel  E.  Bontrager.  But  they  just  lived  there  a  few  years,  then  bought  the 
C.  C.  Miller  farm,  now  owned  by  Amos  P.  Bontrager.  Then,  later,  they 
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sold  that  place  and  bought  the  farm  where  Enos  C.  Yoder  now  lives  and 
fixed  it  up,  and  his  son,  Ira,  lived  there  with  them.  Later  he  sold  that 
farm  and  in  1943  moved  to  Topeka,  Indiana,  where  he  lived  on  three 
different  farms.  And  they  last  lived  with  their  son,  Ezra  Bontragers,  where 
he  died  very  suddenly  from  a  heart  attack  Jan.  2,  1952. 

When  they  moved  back  here  from  Ford  County,  in  1906,  on  that  one- 
half  section  of  land  north  of  Yoder,  the  buildings  were  old  and  so  far  from 
the  road.  So  they  decided  to  build  close  to  the  road  going  north  and  south 
in  1912.  He  ordered  a  carload  of  cement  for  the  house  and  barn  and  all 
other  buildings  they  needed  on  the  farm.  Help  was  plentiful  and  cheap. 
Many  of  the  men  worked  for  $1.00.  a  day.  All  that  cement  was  hauled 
there  from  Yoder  with  teams  and  wagons.  It  was  a  lot  of  hard  work  and 
took  a  lot  of  good  planning  to  put  up  all  those  buildings.  It  is  a  nice  home 
now  in  Reno  County,  Kansas,  the  farm  where  Ora  Miller  now  lives.

A  SHORT  HISTORY  OF  OUR  PARENTS 

ANDREW  F.  AND  FANNIE  BONTRAGER 

They  were  married  Sept.  20,  1894,  and  first  moved  on  a  farm  one  mile 
west  and  three-fourths  mile  north  of  Yoder,  Kansas,  in  a  little  two-room 
house  where  their  three  oldest  children  were  born.  They  had  no  bedroom 
and  their  living  room  was  small,  so  father  made  a  flat,  little  bed  for  us  two 
oldest  children  to  sleep  in.  The  baby  always  slept  in  the  cradle.  This  little 
bed  was  pushed  under  their  bed  in  daytime,  then  nights  it  was  pulled  out 
and  we  children  slept  in  it. 

Then  a  few  years  later  a  bigger  room  and  bedroom  were  built  on  the 
south  side  and  a  basement  made  under  that  part.  There  Mary  was  bom. 
They  did  not  own  that  farm,  so  it  was  sold  and  they  bought  an  80- 
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acre  farm  across  the  road  west  from  there,  where  Clarence  and  Anna  were 
bom.  Then  father  got  anxious  to  move  to  Custer  County,  Okla.,  so  in  Feb. 
1904,  they  made  the  move  to  Custer  County,  Okla.,  and  sold  that  farm  to 
Jonas  Kauffman. 

But  father  never  liked  it  very  well  in  Oklahoma  and  his  father  had 
passed  away  a  short  while  before  they  moved  which  made  him  more  home¬ 
sick.  They  had  two  more  girls  in  Oklahoma  so  in  1907  they  moved  back 
to  Reno  County,  Kansas,  on  the  farm  where  David  A.  Bontrager  now  lives. 
They  had  six  more  children  born  to  them  on  this  farm  so  they  had  fourteen 
children  and  all  grew  up  and  married  but  Clarence.  He  was  called  to 
eternity  Aug.  9,  1934. 

I  remember  many  incidents  as  I  was  only  nine  years  old  when  they  moved 
to  Oklahoma.  I  remember  the  day  before  their  sale.  Other  people  helped 
to  fill  paper  sacks  with  free  lunch  which  was  handed  out  to  all  the  people 
the  day  of  the  sale.  They  also  had  free  coffee  for  everybody  in  a  big  kettle. 
The  relatives  were  invited  to  eat  in  the  house  where  a  good  cooked  dinner 
was  served  for  them.  I  remember  when  we  lived  in  Oklahoma  mother 
and  the  two  youngest  children  went  to  Kansas  to  visit  her  folks.  Father 
took  them  to  Thomas  to  meet  the  train.  This  was  about  May,  1906,  but 
when  the  horses  saw  the  train,  they  tore  loose  and  ran  off  and  the  buggy 
was  all  broken  up.  So  father  went  to  the  store  in  Thomas  and  bought  a 
new  two-seated  buggy  and  came  home  with  it,  which  delighted  us  children 
at  home  very  much.  We  could  hardly  wait  until  mother  came  home  so 
we  could  tell  her  and  she  could  see  it  too.  I  think  that  was  the  only  new 
two-seated  buggy  they  ever  had.  They  made  a  top  on  it  later. 

Father  always  provided  well  for  his  large  family.  They  butchered  eight 
and  nine  hogs  a  year  and  a  big  beef— always  had  plenty  of  meat.  Mother 
would  always  can  and  salt  down  some  sausage  to  eat  in  the  summer,  which 
we  children  all  liked  so  well.  Father  always  cured  our  hams,  shoulders  and 
bacon.  He  put  them  in  a  salt  brine  for  six  weeks,  then  took  them  out  and 
hung  them  up  for  a  few  days.  Mother  would  usually  see  to  it  to  get  them 
smoked.  That  was  as  good  as  any  ham  I  ever  tasted. 

Mother  would  also  bake  their  bread  and  churned  butter.  She  would 
bake  from  eight  to  ten  big  loaves  of  bread  at  a  time,  which  her  big  family 
had  soon  eaten  up.  We  children  always  helped  with  the  chores  and  other 
work  as  we  grew  up.  Father  always  raised  hogs,  milked  ten  to  twelve  cows 
and  raised  chickens  for  eggs  and  meat.  We  hatched  our  baby  chicks  with 
setting  hens  in  those  days. 

They  always  cooked  from  14  to  16  gallons  of  apple  butter  with  cider 
outdoors  in  a  copper  kettle.  Applebutter  was  always  put  on  the  table 
to  eat  three  times  a  day  with  butter  and  bread.  So  many  things  have 
changed  these  last  sixty  years  that  the  younger  generation  don't  know.
